U.S. Patent 5, 498, 425 to Wood et al . is directed to 
laxative compositions comprising sodium phosphate and 
bicarbonate . 

U.S. Patent 5,616,346 to Aronchick is directed to 
colonic purgatives comprising mixtures of mono-, di-, and tri- 
basic sodium phosphates. 

U.S. Patent 5, 997, 906 to Wood et al is directed to 
sodium phosphate bowel cleansing compositions comprising 
monobasic and dibasic phosphate powders or crystals coated with 
a food grade film-forming polymer. In a comparison study, 
(Tables) one coated sodium phosphate powder composition was 
compared to two liquid phosphosoda compositions and one 
formulation of coated sodium phosphate powder with polyethylene 
glycol . 

U.S. Patent 5,710,183 to Halow is directed to 
compositions for improving bowel function comprising PEG in 
combination with a fiber bulking agent. 
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U.S. Patents 5,858,403; 6,103,268; and 6,132,769 to 
Borody et al , are directed to colonic evacuation compositions 
containing sodium picosulfate.
